Ecuador (Quito). 

A revised series of consumer price indices with original base 1951=100 
was introduced in the November 1957 issue of the Supplement. New group 
and commodity weights used in this series are derived from the 1950 family 
living survey conducted in Quito among 50 wage earners’ families with 
monthly incomes ranging from 300 to 800 sucres. 
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The percentage weights and the number of items used in the computation 
of the revised index are as follows :

Singapore. 

A new series of consumer price indices with original base 1939= 100 has 
been introduced in this issue. This index is mainly based on pre-war theo- 
retical family budgets and covers lower-income Asian clerks and labourers. 
Prices are collected monthly by means of mail questionnaires or direct 
inquiries, except prices for food items, which are obtained weekly. 

The index is computed as a weighted arithmetic average with fixed 
base ; the percentage weights used in the computation of the index are as 
follows :

Mining and quarrying, manufacturing, construction, 
commerce, transport and services (including government services).
